Only  an  InternaUenal  loan 
can  regulate  the  eueatloa  of  repara- 
tldas,  and  Fraaoa  Is  eocasod  of  not 
supporting  this  loan.  In  point  of  fnet. 
no  one  desires  the  moblllratlon  of  Al- 
lied credit  more  than  we.  for  we 
would  thus  have  at  oar  dlspos%l  sums 
which  we  are  at  preeent  obliged  to 
borrow  from  oar  own  people  in  order 
to  advance  such  sunix  in  turn  to

And,  however  much  the  sum  may 
t>e  reduoad.  what  raaaaa  Is  there  tu

and  amorttsatlun  wuul'l  l>r  aubacrtbed 
by  Ihm  public  when  Ueiniuny  pro- 
I  olalnsa  her  inability  to  pa>  r  And 
Mould  It  be  prudent  under  tbeee  con- 
dttlaaa  ta  slaa  ap  tba  real  gaasaalses 
provldod  by  tba  treaty  la  favor  af  the

In  reality,  oa  this  poiat,  as  on  many 
others,  there  baa  baaa  tao  maeh  de- 
lay. Baab  aatlon,  after  the  slcnlac 
of  peace,  pussaod  Its  own  policy.  If 
we  had  continued  In  union,  the  Inter- 
national loan  intght  have  been  fioated 
i:i  lOtO  and  the  problem  of  repara- 
tions would  no\  have- weighed  on  the 
world.  Did  1  nut  obtain  from  the 
Itritlah  Ooveromeat  la  lilt  the  prom- 
lae  of  a  loan  That  waa  the  firA  atep 
after  the  war  la  tba  direction  of  flnan- 
oUI  aoUdarlty.  Why  was  It  not  fol- 
lowed op?    I  do  not  know. 

Do  not  let  us  Io!<e  sight  of  this 
<4uestioD  of  an  international  loan 
which  Temalns,  It  would  appear,  the 
one  praetteal  maaas  of  tacalatlas  the 
payftoeata.  bat  let  us  bear  la  mind 
that  It  win  only  become  poaalble 
when  Germany  will  have  re-cstab- 
llHhed  order  and  rpstored  cuiitldence 
by  a  rigorous  ftnunclul  clcanlitg  up 
and  when  the  Allies  have  revarlsa  to 
a  policy  of  interdependence. 

In  regard  to  saaoUons,  hsra  again 
we  have  allowed  the  hour  to  slip  by. 

I  am  one  of  those  who  believe  that 
If  they  hail  been  (uken  at  the  \  cry 
start  and  energetically  applied,  sanc- 
tlona  would  have  broufbt  Oermany  to 
a  sterner  comprehension  of  hir  duties. 
But  people  hesitated  and  debated; 
Bnalaod  and  Belgium  evaa  raaaancod 
one  JI  tbo  meaaares  ssast  tsarad  by 
Germany — namely,  tha  salaare  af  Qsr- 
man  property  in  forelan  countries! 
Bven  with  us.  the  project  ^or  the  oc- 
cupation of  the  lluhr  hud  partisans 
and  detractors. 

Poerer  of  BaacUona 

In  short,  the  power  of  sanctions 
haa  been  Io.it  iuid  now  if  we  consider 
tha  measures  which  have  retained 
the  name  of  "sanctions,"  It  will  be 
found  that  we  are  deallac  witli  the 
Aflaare  aad  raallsatloa  of  prodaetlye 
auaraataes  attrlbutsd  to  creditor  na- 
tions without  reetrlctlon  or  teeer\e  by 
Article  248  of  the  treaty.  If  we  are 
driven  to  such  measures  wc  should  at 
least  be  sure  of  obtaining  »toinethlng 
tangible  at  once,  but  should  we  have 
recourss  to  this  polkqrT 

Franco  does  not  ooaeeai  from  her- 
self the  gravity  of  each  a  decision. 
Bhe  would  much  prefer  not  to  go  to 
such  an  extreme,  but  she  cannot  agree 
to  her  bill  being  torn  up  entirely  uiter 
already  having  been  lu-onsltU-rably  re- 
duced. It  doi-a  not  depend  on  her 
whether  the  idea  of  selsure  and  sanc- 
tions shall  prevail  or  not  prevail:  It  is 
a  matter  of  good  wUl  oa  tbs  side  n( 
Geraiaaii  nad  of  deUrmlaaUon.  quite 
shortly,  dn  the  aide  of  tho  Allies. 

After  a  long  and  sustained  effort, 
-aerreus  depression  is  inevitable.  It 
viould  soom  that  the  peoplee  and  Gov- 
ernments nt  the  Bateata  loot  the 
battcK  parti  af  their  eaergy  once  tbe 
war  bad  been  won  an^  pMice  cdh- 
eluded  and  that  they  became  only 
rtipable  of  lnii>r(>v  isatlon,  :ibandoned 
iin  lightly  as  elaborated.  I  ahall.  not 
retrace  in  detail  the  national  con- 
ferences since  IttO;  I  shall  not  enu- 
merate all  the  ranunclaUons  agreed  to. 
Under  the  preasure  'of  Bagtaad. 
Frnaee  laat  bataaU  to  all  kinds  of 
comblaaUoaa  evaa  whan  these  arore 
nioct  prejudicial  to  her.

There  Is  no  longer  any  united  front 
or  continuity  of  outlook.  liefore  the 
vast  problems  to  t>e  regulated  the 
Allied  represeataUvee  have  only  bean 
able  to  pat  forward  eolutiona<  that 
wer^  aa  aaltrtioaa  at  all.  baeaaai  they 
were  aaaMe  to  rlae  above  tbeaiaelvos 
tu  took  at  the  altuatlon  In  general  and 
to  march  straight  in  step  and  toward 
n  common  goal.  Thes«  economic  dlf- 
llcultles  would  have  been  surmount- 
able if  the  Alllas  had  followed  a  poMar 
of  elearaeas  aad  authority. 

The  Inability,  not  to  say  laooher- 
enoe,  of  the  "principles"  suaaasslvely 
applied  since  1*20  have  been  the 
CHUMe  of  the  present  chaos.  Now  the 
C<>mmlsslon  of  Iteparatlonr  is  all- 
lowsrful.  now  It  Is  held  In  check  or 
condemned  to  a  purely  clerical  role. 
Without  an  Allied  protest,  Russians 
and  Oennaa^  aoavoksd  to  eo-operata 
in  the  arork  of  general  paelfleatinn, 
are  permitted  to  siga  th^  separate 
Ti-eaty  of  Rapallo  under  the  very 
noes  af  the  Allies.

From  aow  until  December  IJ  the 
fitisene  will  be  treated  to  a  good 
deal  of  publicity    on    civk  affair*. 
There  are  three  eandidatei  in  the 
field  for  Mayor,  and  a  growing  rotter 
of  thoM  who  will  cooutt  the'Sktlil- 
dertnanic  teats  that  will  be  vacant 
Unfortunately  there  ia  ttiit  remark- 
•kk  apathy  pver  School  Board 
fairt.    Unlets  there  arc  developments 
within  the  next  (ew  days  it  doca  not 
•e«m  that  all  that  hM  bactt  Im«H  en 
thf   subject    of    educational  control 
has  aroused  the  people  to  the  necet 
•iljr  of  reformed  policies  to  the  ex- 
tent of  making  a  campaign  affecting 
theae  at  the  time  of  the  annual  elec 
tlon.    In  tht  aaqroralty  contest  we 
believe  that  the    outstanding  issues 
should  be  the  aubject.  of  econom^jr  in 
municipal  administration  and  the  de- 
sirability of  special  efforts  to  pro 
mote  industrial  development  £cQn- 
omy  in  govcfinniaati  is  tka  imperative 
nerd  of  the  time.    It  is  necessary  so 
that  confidence  may  be  restored  to 
the  peopk.    It  i«  neeesaarr  ••'meet 
deficits  that  have  arisen,  and  it  re- 
qwires,  only  business  sense  to  effect 
its  introduction  in  oar  civic  adminis- 
tration. 

It  is  ndi  only  those  seeking  the 
mayoralty  chair,  but  also  aldernianic 
c^ndKlatel  who  shotild.  be  pr^ared 
to  show  what  they  intend  doing  to 
bring  about  industrial  progress.  It 
should  be  Hkaisted  upon  that  any 
«tcp*  tgkci)  ill  thii  direction  from  the 
ii^nic^pal.  standpoint  will  not  involve, 
tite  creation  of  a  uew  and  costly  de- 
parfnief>t.  All  that  is  necetsary  can 
be  done  by  public-spirited  effort  and 
bf>tht  £<iMtntration  of  ciTi<i  patriot 

ism,  with  the  exception,  pertiaps,  of 
tlie  actiiat  clerical  work  that  may  be 
imrolv^.  No  one  has  asked  the  civic 
administration,  as  atlA,  to  create  a 
bureaa  oi  industries.  What  is  sought 
is  a  policy  as  ^o  Im>w  the  City  Conncil 
will  aid  the  Establishment  of  indus- 
tries by  making  certain  of  its  reverted 
lands  availalHe  for  sites,  and  possibly 
by  concesalbof  regnrdiiif  a  water  sup- 
ply, and,  in  certain  instances,  in  taxes. 
The  bureau  of  hidustries  should  be  an 
organization  outside  of  and  apart 
from  municipal  ooiMfal.  In  that'way 
it  could  secure  Iht  Co-opera^^  of 
every  public>spiritcfl  orgsnication  and 
would  have  oppertunitias  for  enter- 
prise and  initiative  that  it  would  lack 
u  subjected  to  the  Upiitations  neces- 
sarily imposed  under  the  -aafis  of 
civit  administration.  > 

In  other  matters  affeetini^  the 
municipal  campaign  candidates  should 
be  prepared  to  tell  the  public  why  an 
endeavor  ia  being  nia4«  to  create  the 
impression  lliaf  heavy  new  taxation 
will  be  required  during  the  coming 
municipal  year.^  The  ratepayers  have 
l>cen  Icit  under  the  imprestioa  |hat 
tho  l^oeal  improvement  dcbtitj  failing 
due  in'mJ  afe'io  be  refunded,  and  rc 
funded  on  a  twenty-year  basis,  which 
meant  that  the  apnual  instalments  to 
he  provided  for  alkifriflg  ftinds  and  for 
intcf-est  will  certainly,  on  a  twenty- 
year  basis,  not  b« .  any  greater  ihan 
they  ase  at  present  Atiotlier  renaon 
Kiven  for  increased  taxation  it  timt 
the  overdraft  at  the  bank  must  be 
met  The  bank  has  as  security  for 
this  overdraft  taxation  levied  but  not 
coUcctedi  or,  in  other  words,  tax 
arrears.  Those  tax  arrears  are  repre- 
sented by  land  which  has  a  definite 
value.  Arrears  as  they  are  collected 
prenunably  go  to  decrease  the  bank 
overdraft,  just  at  the  proceeds  of 
sales  from  reverted  lands  are  devoted 
to. the  same  purpose.  The  bank  has, 
and  has  had.  ample  sdturlty.  We  do 
not  believe  for  a  mShicnt  that  it  is 
pressyng  tlic  city  at  this  sUgc  to  in- 
crease taxation. 

Dr.  Adam  Shortt's  report,  in  ss- 
<iiKning  the  reasons  for  the  present 
financial  cdMition  ttf  Victoria, 
chhrged  the  management  of  the 
f infixes  of  the  city,  not  with  any  cul- 
pable determination  to  shirk  existing 
responsibilities,  but  "merely  with 
Ignorance  of  elementary  economic 
cop4itfenf,'^^  We  Hope  that  ignorance 
will  not  be  perpetuated.  Taxation 
hc^ealter  should  be  levied  where  it 
en(^  W  bntne.  or.  in  other  wttrdt, 
srSured  from  sources  where  it  can 
be  collected.  What  is  essential  is 
thit  the  people  shonid  he  given  hope 
for  the  future.  We  have  built  up 
looal  improvements  that  wHI  last  for 
th^  n«M  JO  or  40  yenra.  and  they 
<ih#ald  be  paid  for  !>y  posterity  as 
w^l  as  by  ourtclves,  for  posterity 
wit  be  a  co-bentlactor  wkh  the  cit- 
ii^S  of  the  present  \\mr  We  mnst 
take  the  long  view  m  dealing  with 
civic  potlclea.  What  VietoHd  H  avf

TI|E  DAkOANiiLLKS 

The  dctnand  of  the  Russian  dele- 
gates at  l.ansanoe  for  complete  Tur- 
kish authority  over  ^he  Straits  of 
the  Dardanelles,  is  proof,  if  any  were 
wanted,  that  there  is  Moscow  dom- 
ination over  the  counsels  of  the  Kam- 
alists.  If  this  were  not  the  case  then 
Russia  would  have  demanded  tqttal 
rights  with  Turkey  in  the  nse  of  the 
Dardanelles.  Karl  Curion  has  voiced 
the  attitude  of  the  AUied  Powers  in 
his  statement  that  the  conference 
cannot  regard  M.  Tchitcherin  as  the 
mouthpiece  of  the  Turkish  National- 
ists. There  l^fo  be  no  consent  In 
Europe  to  the  new  possessors  of 
power  in  Cpnsiaalinpplf  acting  as 
the  catipaw  of  -Knaslfn  interests. 
That  would  lay  the  foundations  of 
future  wars  and  throw  the  whole 
question  of  frontiers  in  the  Balkans 
into  the  melting  pot  ane#. 

The  Russian  claim  on  behalf  of 
Turkey  is  that  tbe  Dardanelles  should 
be  open  to  the  waraklps  of  Turkey 
alone  of  all  the  Powens.  The  Treaty 
of  Sevres  opened  the  Straits  to  the 
warships  and  merchantmen  of  all 
nations.  No  doubt  Russia  will  insist 
upon  l)er  attitude,  and,  failing  its 
recognition,  wHl  attempt  to  make  the 
findings  at  Lausanne  equally  futile 
with  those  of  Genoa  when  a  modus 
vivcndt  for  the  economic  rehabilita- 
tion of  Europe  was  sought.  Russia's 
present  place  among  the  nations  is 
that  of  chief  troahle  maktr.  In  the 
situation  that  has  now  (Icveloped  the 
pity  of  it  all  is  that  tbe  Turkish  Na- 
tionalists will  derive  courage  from 
her  backing  and  may  become  so  in- 
sietant  that  the  moveipent  to  pro- 
mote peace  through  the  I^attsannc 
findings  will  tic  rendered  futile.  It 
was  right  that  Kossia  yhotild  have 
been  invited  to  discuss  the  future  of 
the  Dardanelles.  It  would  be  wrong 
if  her  attitude  were  accepted  as  thi 
final  word  on  the  situation.  The 
closing  of  the  Dardanelles  is,  as  has 
been  proved  in  the  past,  a  menace  to 
the  peace  oi  Europe.  The  sealing  of 
that  waterway  ti  a  persistent  threat 
to  Greece  and  other  Balkan  Powers. 
The  waterway  should  be  open  to  the 
vessels  of  all  countries  nnder  the 
authority  of  the  League  of  Nations. 
That  IS  one  solution  that  will  make 
for  peace  in  the  Ncaf  Kaat.

elsctlon  wore  to  wage  an  effective 
war  agalaat  the  drtig  evil  and  to  see 
that  bustaste  ta  'Vletorla  wss  act 
hampered  by  blue  Sunday  lawa  and 
almllar  "dark  age  leglelatlon." 

Aa  a  result  of  an  Sztenalvs  Investi- 
gation. Mr.  Bagles  haa^bsoa  eon- 
vlaeod  that 'the  biggest  pi*oMsm  be- 
fore the  city's  police  administration 
IS  the  elimination  of  the  drug  men- 
ace. 

"The  facta  of  the  altuaUon  are 
atartling  and  I  doabt  If  they  would 
be  believed  by  tbe  average  peraon 
who  baa  not  made  personal  Inqulr- 
lea."  aald  Mr.  Eagles.  "The  people 
of  Victoria  have  no  idea  of  tbe 
number  of  their  fellow -elttssns  who 
are  talllag  vletlaaa  of  the  drag  habit. 
There  aro  huadreds  of  gh-ls  In  this 
city  today  who  are  victims  of  co- 
caine and  other  narcotlca.  No  per- 
aoa  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the 
foots  oaa  do  othsrwlse  thaa  take  a 
vary  serteus  vlsw  of  the  moral  de- 
generacy to  which  we  are  descend- 
ing. All  these  glrla  who  have  fallen 
under  the  Influence  of  dntgs  are  un- 
der tbe  ago  of  olghtsoB.yoara.  On 
Inquiry  lata  the  maaaor  hi  which 
they  obtain  the  drug,  I  found  that 
woaooD  aad  girls  are  ths  worst  of- 
fsddsiv  for  peddling  it  and  enticing 
other  women  and  glrla  to  take  tt."

Mr.  Baglee  atated  that,  If  elsoted, 
he  wottlg  see  that  a  special  aarootlcs 
olBeor  or  squad'  wss  appotatod  to 
grapple  with  the  problem. 

"Victoria  haa  shut  its  eyes  to  thia 
danger  far  too  long,"  he  declared, 
and  he  went  oa  to  explain  why  he 
believed  that  appolataiaat  of  a  po- 
iicewoBtea  fsr  sotfal  ar<prk  was  aoces- 
sary. 

"Becauos  the  dope  evil  haa  made 
ita  greatoat  ravagee  among  tbe  glrla 
aad  wotaea  of  Vlotorta,  R  Is  obvious 

that  polloewomen  are  mora  oom- 
potent  to  deal  with  the  situation 
than  men,"  ho  said.

The  resolution  standing  In  the 
name  of  the  Attornay-Oaneral  was  a 
revamped  one  submitted  laat  year, 
aald  Mr.  Bowser,  who  raoallad  th*t 
then.  In  an  amendment  ha  had  pro- 
aaa^.  h  had  boon  pointed  out  there 
waa  BO  nooalty  to  carry  any  auch 
reaolutlon  to  Ottawa  to  seek  to  stop 
Importation  of  liquor  Into  British 
Columbia.  He  held  then  that  there 
waa  ample  power  under  the  Doherty 
Act  and  he  could  not  see  the  position 
of  the  Province  had  ehkngad  since 
then. 

The  Oppoaltion  leader  quoted  ex- 
tenalvely  from  corraspoadonce  which 
had  paaaed  between  the  then  At- 
tomay-Oeneral  and  the  Minister  of 
Juatlce  at  Ottawa,  citing  that  the 
Ottawa*  authorlUes  were  quite  con- 
vinced that  the  then  F^derfi!  legis- 
lation fully  protected  the  Province 
agal^at  Importatlong  for  Illicit  uaa 
and  tha  Province  waa  in  full  poaltlon 
to  take  aotlob  fai  reapoot  tharoto.  that 
the  burden  of  proof  fbll  upon  the 
aoouaad.  •  Tot  In  the  faee  of  those 
o|Unlona  and  tha  fact  that  this  Prov- 
ince had  decldad  upon  the  sale  of 
liquor  the  resolution  went  forward, 
and  again  Ottawa  stood  by  Its  Federal 
legislation  as  quite  sufficient  for  the 
purpose  of  the  ProviDca,  J«at  ao  £kr 
as  the  Province  doMrod!  to  Bio  la  on- 
forcinr  It. 

There  waa  'abaolotoly  no  neceaolty 
for  the  reaolutlon  at  all,  Mr.  Bowa.>r 
argtted.  and  when  aaked  by  Attorney 
a«tieral  Manson,  what  about  liquor 
brought  In  by  the  export  houses,  he 
retorted  that  Quebec,  operating  on 
laws  similar  to  those  in  British  Co- 
lumbia, had  enacted  Ita  OWtt  lagla- 
lation  goyemlng  the  operatlona  of  the 
boetloggar.  Thara  tbe  Province 
could  net  Interfere  with  the  bonded 
warahouoea  any  mora  than  could 
Brltlah  Columbia,  but  there  liquor  In 
tranalt  from  bonded  warebouoes 
co^M.bo  aelxed. 

Quebec  Joln(*d 
Hon.  .Mr.  Manaon:  I  suggest  that 
Quebec  Joined  with  Hrltislh  Oolumbl.i 
In  asking  for  thle  leglalatlon.  When 
they  found  It  waa  gfolng  through  the 
Commons. 

Mr.  Bowaar  held  that  had  Brltiah 
Columbia  not  aaked  for  It  Quabae 
would  never  have  done  likawlAa,  and 
tha  authorltlaa  at  Ottawa  had  always 
held  thJa  Province  had  full  power  to 
laglalata  under  the  Doherty  Act. 

Aa  the  Attorney-Oeneral  waa

Mr.  Bowaar' SoonuMod  to  know 
wboro  tha  Attataoy-Ooaerai  had  re- 
eelVod  Mb  Mandate  to  go  to  OtUwa 
and  aeak  to  aeoure  the  legislation  by 
which  importation  of  liquor  for  one's 
personal  use  would  be  prohibited.

Under  tho  IJfaor  Coatrvl  Aot  thara 
waa  so  iiiBillilH  prohibition.  Tho 
P*****  wora  aovsr'  sshad  nor  did  t^ey 
vou  for  a  0«vormnoM  monopoly,  he 
claimed;  In  fact  the  present  art  con- 
tained provision  for  a  tax  upon  Im- 
ported liquor  which  clearly  laMMlad 
ImporUtions  were  Intended.

WASHINGTON.  Dec.  4.~A  general 
naval  policy  providing  for  a  navy 
"eecond  to  none"  and  strong  enough 
to  support  Amertcan  pollrlea  and 
eommeroa  and  gunrd  American  con- 
tinental and  overeeas  po.<;sesalona  was 
laid  down  today  by  Secretary  Denby 
In  his  annual  report  to  Congress. 

Such  a  navy,  the  Secretary  said, 
should  and  could  be  malntataed  with- 
in the  provisions  of  the  Naval  Limita- 
tion Treaty.  He  added  that  although 
the  praam  savml  aatabllahment  waa 
dsflcleat  in  certain  types,  such  as  fast 
crulaers,  aircraft  crulaers.  seagoing 
submartoes  and  aircraft,  he  would 
make  no  Immediate  recommenda- 
tion for  additional  appropriations  be- 
cause of  the  present  flnanctai  oaafll 
•tlon  of  the  country. 

Among  the  aocompllshmenta  of  hU 
dBpartment  during  the  past  year  the 
i^iT  Saeratary  recounted  "the  de- 
veiapBBeat  of  avtatlon  as  an  integral 
part  of    the    fleet."   diversion   of  a 
greater  percentage  of  repair  work  to 
government  stations,  increased  steam - 
Ing  efnciency  of  battle  craft,  return 
of  the  officer  personnel  to  a  perman 
ent  basis  after  the  temporary  enlarve- 
ment  during  the  war,  an  extaneion  of 
the  navy  school  faelUtles  for  enlisted 
men,  and  Inauguration  of  extenalva 
•kPdHlBenu  In  gunnery.
